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Rutland Aiming for Fe-d-eral 
Dollars for Redevelopment

Rutland Friday be^an to 
move lo secure some federal 
money for downtovvn 
redevebpment that may lead 
to ne w nar ks, a seniijiEjdiiiens 
cen|er and re^hiliUtion of 
homes, streets and sidewalks. 

There is about tLl million 
available for the projects 
ttiroughout Vermont, and 
Rutland is behind several other 
cities which have already 
awlied for some money. 

the city Advisory Committee 
on Housing and Community 
Development met Friday 
morning lo discuss the rather 
complicated federal grant 
aopticatjon procedure. 
Members also presented their 
favorite ptrojects. 

The money is available to 
those municipalities who have 
never participated In federal 
urban development projects. 

Jasper T. Cacioppi, state 
Agency of Development and 
Community Affairs functional 
program chief, told the 
Rutland group Friday that 
Newport, St. Albans and 
Springfield-were already after 
*he money.

Rutland i$ primarily 
interested in the community 
development segment of the 
money, and city public works, 
reritMliqn and building 
inspection officials will be 
drawing up formal, tluree-point 
priority lists for the proposals 
discussed Friday. 

Mayor Gilbert G. Godnick 
will add his own list, and the 
RuUartd Housing Authority will 
work on its own to apply for 
housing money. 

The final application will 
probably be aimed at a mix of 
home rehabilitation, snuall 
recreatior i areas and the senior 
^ter, as parts of a general 
proft^m to upgrade and 
beautify Rutland's downtown. 

Each department Friday had 
some definite ideas on how 
they could use the money, and 
Cacioppi and Rutland Regional 
Planning Commission Director 
Carl Spangler agreed the Ideas 
could be meshed into a bruad 
proposal 

Building Inspector James 
Crandall came un with the 
most general and far-reaching 
Ideas for the use of the federal 
funds, concentrating on the 
City 's overall needs. 

His main priority was the 
hiring of. a city planner to 
coordinate programs and keep 
track of- the city’s 
develupmental direction, 

■There are too many 
instant^ in the city Where 
programs are developed here 
and there, and then collect dust 
on the shelves,’’ he said. ”We 
need coordination of programs. 
We work on a crisis basis here. 
Let's get away from it and get 
moving forward.” 

Spangler noted the federal 
money could be used to pay for 
a planner, but there would be 
some strings attached. 

The city would probably have 
to kick in a portion oJ the 
planner'^ salary, and he would 
have to focus most of his work 
oc programs paid for through 
the federal act. 

“You could have best 
afforded a guy like this five 
years ago.’’ ^cioppi added 
’“But, if you are going to play 
the federal trough system, 
you'd better get somebody 
who's been to the trough 
before." 

Crandall’s other two 
programs were for a housing 
rehahiUtatlon tirngram and city 
land acquisition. 

Crandall claimed there are at 
least ZtM housing units In the 


city needing rehabiliullon and 
proposed land nin the city could 
be put to better use. 

Alderman Paul A, Bienvenu, 
representing the Downtown 
Develoument Corp, noted 
Crandall's new zoning maps 
showed pockets of residential 
bousing in industrial or 
commercial zones and other 
residential areas with room for 
expansion. 

He proposed the city coulc 
undertake a program oi 
relocation, whereby housing in 
industrial areas could be 
bought up so the sites could he 
cleared and allow for industrial 
development. 

The persons displaced by this 
move could then be housed in 
new homes in residential 
areas, 

Godnick agreed with the 
concept of flienveira 's plan, bu t 
doubted its feasibility in Light 
of the city 's previous problems 
getting families to mnve out of 
condemned buildings. 

He did agree witfi the Overall 
concefit, however, and thought 
it fit in well with the puWic 
works and recreation 
Is^

[unicipaJ Engineer Patrick 
Garaban said his department 
would 'logically'’ base Its 
priorities in the downtown 
area. 

The major areas of 
concentration would be 
sidewalk improvement, 
pedestrian walkways, plazas 
and parks. 

Another important area 
would be the reduction of 
barriers to the handicapped, ’ 
he said. "We could uae ramps 
and other devices downtown." 

Garahan said the city could 
also use federal mo^ lo help 
defray the construction costs of 
the proposed water and sewer

The new center is actually 
what got Godnick interested in 
the development act when he 
was searching for funds lo gel 
conslruclion under way. 

The advisory committee was 
formed to do the technical 
work and will report its 
findings to a citizens' 
committee Thursday night. 

The citizens' group will then 
be charged with evaluating the 
proposals and coming up with a 
plan for presentation to the 
federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, whlcn 
has charge of act funds by 
March L 

Should the department view 
the plan favorably, the city wiU 
be mviled to make a formal 
application. 

Cacioppi noted that Newport 
and SpriiTgfleld have already 
sent In letters, and St. Albans 
will be viewed favorably by the 
department because It has 
already participated in other 
federal programs and used the 
money well. {Those programs 
were not redevelopment ones, 
however.) St. Albans also 
needs the help because of 
Chrnnic unemployment, 
Cacioppi said. 

Cacioppi also warned the 
group other municipalities 
have gotten off to an early start 
and have already pinpointed 
their needs. 

“You have to present 
something that can oe done 
within the calendar year, can 
be paid for within the calendar 

{ rear and managed at the local 
evel, ' he said. "We've got a 
lot of homework to do. Let's do 
it by the book. If you missed the 
boat years ago, you dun't want

the city Board of Ald^men 
agreed on nearly evenrthing 
that came before it Monday 
nightK and adjourned less than 
one hour after coining 
together. 

About the only dissenting 
vote of the ^tire meeting 
came from Alderman DQn_C. 
McIntosh. He balked at a 
motion to give Police Chief 
Stuart D. Jenne ’power lo 
remove ''do_ parkifig" 
re^rictions at Sdaki Str^ 
Park oil occasioiis_wJiea_.the 
HuQand Annoryj, across West 
Street from the park, is being 
used- 

The motion, which was 
approved by everyone except 
McIntosh, wiU give the chief 
power to remove the 9 p.m. -to- 
6 a.m. parkiiig restrictions 
from time to time. 

Alderman Flhel Steams said 
the motion would ''be for the 
benefit of evei^ne. '* 

Parking signs would be 
covered with either cloth or 
paper bags provided by the 
police department on the nigfaa 
a large crowd was coming to an 
Armory function. 

Prior to the aldermen's 
meeting, the Board of Tax 
Abatement was unanimous in 
denying the request of Mrs. 
Robert Jackson of 5 Sharon 
Drive who sought to have 
removed a penalty that had 
been tacked on her taxes. 

The tax board Is actually the 
aldermanic board with another 
name, and BienvoDU 
recommended the reipest be 
denied, noting the woman's 
letter was postmarked after 
the date the taxes wwe due.

Senior Center 
Tops City List 


Projeci Geis Most 
Backing in Race 
For Federal Funds.

A senior citizen's center 
appeared to jfet Lqp priority 
pmrsday on a list of projeets 
for wbicn the city is hoping to 
get federal mon^. 

Also highly thought of were 
the tiring of a city planner or a 
solid waste consultant and the 
purchase and renovation of a 
downtown $tore which now 
stands gutted by fire 
The reconimendations came 
from city department heads 
the mayor and Dovrntown 
Development Corp consultant 
mns Klunder at a meeting of 
the Mavar’s Technical 
Advisory Committee Thursday 
afternoon. 

They were not relayed to the 
Mayor's Citizen Advisory 
Committee, which had its 
organlzationai meeting 
Thursday night. That group 
will recommend pro iects fothe 
rnayor, who wiU mafeeUieiiaaL 
choice. 


At the afternoon meeting 
Recreation Department Supt 
John Cioffredi and Mayor 
Gilbert G. Godnick both listed 
as top priorities the building of 
a senior citizens center. 

The older citizetE gather at 
the UmUrian Universalist 
Fellowship on W^i Street 
Godnidt. however, in asking 
for a new center, said the 
facility is not desirable for this 
purpose 

He suggested building a new 
center between Woodstock 
Avenue and Temple Street on 
land the city now owte. It was 
used during the summer as a 
garden for city residents. 

Cioffredi n^ed the city lease 
on the West Street building 
expires on June 30, and that the 
current facility ’is not large 
enough anyway.” 

Godnick estimated the cost 
of this project at 1175,000 while 
Cioffredi was not much lower 
at$ld0,230.

Urban Improvement List 

Availability of 11.1 million yn federal/ placed on ibe latest suggestion of the 


funds for pobLc ImpruvemenfFi 
throughout Vermont ai the local lev^ 
has sparked an interesting collectkm of 
Rutland proposals for ulitizing part of 
the money in this community at a time 
when pressure is strong to hold down 
local taxes. The funds are being 
administered through the U.S.. 
Housing and Urban Development 
Department. 

A new tl75,0(W senior citizens' center 
was reported as having top priority on 
an extensive list of local 
Improvements which were under 
discussion Thursday by city officials 
and the Downtown Devetopmeni Corp. 
Mayor Godnkk's long standing 
commitment lo the center for senior 
citizens obviously has much to do with 
its favored position among numerous 
public improvements. 

If Rut|an4 Were to qualify for 
$175,000 in funds for such a center to 
be built On city owned land between 
Temple St. and Woodstock Ave., it 
would doubtless exhaust whatever 
allocatioa Ruiland could expect to 
receive from the available funds. 

Other proposals included more low 
income housing in the city, nvcNre 
housing for siugle. elderly citizens, 
employment of a full time city planner 
and a variety of public works and 
recreation department projects 
costing an estimated $318,000. 

Another $100,000 was the price tag 


Downtown Development Corp. that the 
fire-damaged Fishman building be 
renovated with an arcade through the 
grou rvd floor connecti ng Merchants 
Row with the Willow-gdson Sts. 
parking lot. Such a connector either 
from Center St. or Merchants Row has 
been proposed on numerous occasions 
in the past, usually coupled with plans 
for extensive addifional off-street 
parking in the Willow -Fdson Sis, area. 

Fven it Rutland does not at this time 
qualify for funds to assist In financing 
any of the projects for downtown 
improvements which are under 
consideration by the downtowners, the 
advantages of having an organization 
actively working in this field have 
already become apparent .The prospect 
bf opening up J40 additional free 
parking spaces in the Depot Parking 
Lot according to a new PublSc Works 
Department plan is an example of such 
activity in promoting better utilization 
of ei^isting downtown resources.

I That is the way Recreation Depart- 
^ment head John Cioffredi feels and 
fwith apparent justification and sym- 
I pathizers. 

! The latest issue is the proposed 
new Senior Citizens Center* At pre¬ 
sent, planning for this new facility 
is stalled while olanners attempt to 
I obtain some funding for it through the 
■ Housing and Development Act. How- 
j ever, it appears that there may be 
j other hassles before long* starting 
j with objection to the site, 
j Rutland City owns a site on Temple 
I Street adjacent to Templewood Court, 

I one of Rutland'^ two housing projects 
j for the elderly. The officials involved 
* feel that this would be an ideal site 
for the new center --no initial expense 
1 for the land, no leases--room for fu- 
I ture expansion. However, others in- 
jvolved, including, perhaps most im- 
Dortanriy, some seniors, object to 
I this site because they feel that trans- 
' portation to and from the center would 
the both inconvenient and costly. One 
[senior put it this wayr *'Green Mt. Cab 
I gives us (the elderly) a reduction in 
■ fare, but even with that it would cost 
jme 90^ either way* And now that the 
I Center is Downtown I can do my shoo- 
Iping or go to the doctor or drugstore 
[the same day that T go to the Center. " 

I Obviously, for many seniors this 
iwill pose a problem, but the Center 
'does own a van which is available for 
I transportation and as already men 
Honed, Templewood Court is adjacent 
to the proposed site and Sheldon Tow¬ 
ers is only a few blocks away. 

Ann Wallen, head of the Office on 
Aging feels that a central location 
would be ideal in view of the ease of 
I transportation but also because she 
would like to see the building house 
not only the center but also the offices 
of the various agencies that' serve 
the elderly. Both John Cioffredi and

Where Will It Be? 


Dody Holt, present director of the 
Senior Citizens Center, feel that such 
a facility would be only one step away 
from a nursing home* Says Ms. Holt: 
'^If someone gets sick just put in a few 
beds and there you have it. _ . a nurs¬ 
ing home. 

This is not what is wanted by eith¬ 
er Mr, Cioffredi or Ms, Holt. They 
feel that the Center should primarily 
be a facility to provide recreational 
informational and health programs. 

But then they don’t want the Center 
to be merely a clubhouse either -- 
the City already has enough of these 
they say. 

The Senior Citizens seem to feel the 
same way. Everyone you ask says 
that the Center has many good prog¬ 
rams and they would like a new center 
where there could be more room for 
the activities already going on and for 
more that they would like to partici¬ 
pate in. 

The present facility in the basement 
of the Universalist Church on West 
St;, is not nearly adequate in size or 
facilities* There is only one large 
room and all the activities take place 
there--which means that someone is 
usually waiting while the others are 
busy. And as for attending to 

some personal business or just plain 
visiting or watching television^ well ' 
that's rather out of the question. 

This severely limits the variety and 
number of programs that can be un¬ 
dertaken and yet one glance at the cal¬ 
endar program tells you that every 
minute means something is going on. 


Larger facilities with more small 
rooms would mean that several things 
such as painting and quilting and dart 
playing could be happening at the same 
time with no one limiting the others. 
According to Mr. Cioffredi the plans 
for the new Center would include sev¬ 
eral rooms, an office* kitchen and 
a large room for meetings and other 
activities involving large groups. If 
the present Center serves between 
eight and nine hundred individuals, 
then theoretically the new Center could 
serve double that and more. Consid¬ 
ering that there are approximately 
four thousand elderly in Rutland City 
that is an impressive figure. 

But theory and practice don't always, 
work the same* There seems to be an| 
undercurrent of bad feeling about the I 
Center among the senior citizens. The| 
consensus seems to be that while the | 
Center has good programs and the i 
directors are doing a good job, the . 
whole thing is great for somebody else^ 
but not them. I 

How do you fight an attitude Uke'- r 
that? Aobarently, you don't -^yoU x 
go ahead with your plans, involving . 
$75-100, 000, build a building that may^ 
not provide everyone the facilities 
they need, out it in a location of 
dubious accessibility, add new pro¬ 
grams hoping to attract more parti¬ 
cipants --maybe, but don't listen or 
consult those you^re doing all this 
for. 

But then--how can you please ev¬ 
erybody? 
























HeaHng Draws Larg^-Group 
To Push for Senior Center 


A contingefll of about 50 
people, almost all senior 
citizens, were in City CouncU 
Chambers Monday night for the 
first of two public hearings on 
the city s choices lor possible 
federally -linaoced projects. 

The first choice of 
committees composed of local 
citl^ns and city leaders^ ha& 
been a senior citiiens' center . 

The committees' chairman, 
Roger Pike, ran through the 
List of proposed projects. AIM 
included are several public 
works proposals, restoration of 
Main Street Pool and Meadow 
Street Playground and a 
housing code and housing 
rehabilitation plan 
However, the people there 
had eome to talk only of one 
subject: the proposed senior 
citizens' center. It will cost 
approximately U 70,000. 

The hearing lasted about one * 
half hour, and the only people 


who spoke did little more than 
give more encouragement to 
those seeking the funds for the 
center - 

One of the speakers was 
Alderman Ethel SleariB. "1 
hope you pursue this for the 
senior citizens. It can't wait 
and I hope ever^ effort will be 
made for them, she said. She 
received a short round of 
applause from those seniors 
assemhled. 

Another speaker who 
received applause after a 
speech revolving around the 
proposed center was Frank 
Granville, the head of a 
member local chapter of the 
National Council of Senior 
Citizens,

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Agencies to Aid the Elderly 
Show Very Little Cooperation

The need for a new center is 
not the only problem facing 
local seiuor citizens as the city 
sets sail on a voyage toward 
federal money for a new 
building. 

Bickeruig among the local 
agencies supposedly assisting 
tfe city's elderly appears to be 
harming the senior citizens' 
cause. 

— The barm, done is intangible, 
not so much a matter of what 
is, as opposed to what could be. 

Severiu local agencies, most 
notably the city Recreation 
Department and the state 
Office On Aging, are engag^ 
in a struggle for complete 
mastery ofthe direction local 
help for the elderly will take. 

The Office On Aging, 
operating with a budget of 
almost ¥75,000 is a tunneling 
organization which takes state 
funds and sets up local 
programs, the most successful 
of which provides noon meals 
at low cost around the county. 

The Recreation Department 
has a budget of somewbere in 
Jie neighborhood of H0,00d for 
issisting the elderly. Much of it 


goes, to operate the senior 
citizens center on West Street, 
On the peripheiT is the 
Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program iRSVP), a private 
non prof it organization 
affiliated with Ruuand Mental 
Health Services. 

And there is Frank 
Maranville, nominal head of a 
private “club'* of about a 
charter of the National Council 
OfSofiior Citizem, 

The Struggle not only 
Involves basic policy, but also 
submerges fr^uentlv into a 
conflict of per^nalitl^- 
Office On Aging Director 
Ann Wallen was formerly head 
of the city senior citizen's 
center. Present center officials 
take pains at times to mention 
she left the present job seeking 
more money. Her present 
sal^ is $12,000 annually. The 
senior center job pays about 
half that. 

Conflict also has sbovm up 
around items more material to 
the elderly, however. For 
inSUince, center officials claim 
they were denied participation 
in .a counseling training 

E arn sponsoren by Elutland 
al He^, 

Center director Mrs. Doty 
Holt said the l^VP director 


and her assistant were taking 
the course through Rutland 
Mental Health, but that olher 
agency persoiuel had not been 
invited to parlicipate. 

At RSVP, Mrs, Belly Hosier 
said the course was actually 
being given by Castleton State 
College as part of a master's 
degree program She did not 
know if others could have 
participated, but did say the 
class was kept very small: by 
the instructor 

A more concrete example of 
the elderly losing in the conflict 
is that the local senior citizens 
center receives no money from 
the Office On Aging. 

The office has ps^m in 
federal (Title niii funds for 
both planning and programs. 

During this fiscal year the 
office got $4,%& in state funds. 

Another 132,(192 in fe^ral 
(Title VII) funds is used te py 
for the noontime imlrifion 
program. 

Mrs. Hdt claimed the local 
center received none of this 
money, despite the fact that 
more than 1500 senior citizens 
are located In the city. “This is 
because of very poor 
communication, "says Mrs. 
Holt. 

Mrs. Holt and Rutland 
Recreation Supt. John W. 
Cioffredi are also at odds with 
Miss Wallen about how the 

f iresenl city center should 
unction. Miss Wallen says it 
should Serve the whole region, 
not just the city, while the 
Recreation Department 
workers disagree, saying Miss 
Wallen advocates inat view 
only because she lives in 
Sherburne, oiutside the city. 

On another subject. Miss 
Wallen contends, the people 
running the local center are too 
concerned with recreation, and * 
not enough with the ether needs 
of the elderly. 

“The whole focus now is on 
recreation," said Miss Wallen. 
"Leisure time is a very large 
component, but there i$ also a 
large need for health care and 
therapeutic care." 

She also says the center is 
remiss in not providing a 
transportation service for the 
elderly to take them shoppping 
or helji them get a doctor's 
appointment or other 
necessary places. 

She claims the center bus, 
which was purchased by 
Rutland with federal funds, 
should be used for general 
transportation. It is presently

Work on the Pine Hill recreation area should begin with 
warmer weather, as the office of U S. Sen. Robert Stafford, 
R-Vt., Monday announced the awarding of a $34,000 Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation grant for the project. 

Recreation Supt. John W. Cioffredi said Monday the city 
had only been awaitmg such final conformation, and a 
contract should be signed shortly. 

The whole project will cost about $68,000. The city's share 
Is $10,200, while the state will pick up another $23,800. 

The Drugg Construction Co. of Troy. N. Y,, several months 
ago, submitted the lowest bid for the project. 

Drugg submitted a bid of $35,255. 'oe firm also submitted 
a bid on "extras" that include basel^U dugouts and electric 
and water lines. The price on these was $1,3(X1 and $5,020, 
and Cioffredi said they would be built. 

The $35,255 covers construction of a baseball field and a 
softball field with backstof^ and other supporting 
equipment, site work, seeding and construction of a gravel 
entrance road and parking lot. 

Access to the area will be from Oak Street, which 
currently ends at the Pine Hill area. Geno Avenue, Fairview 
Avenue and Preville Avenue will join Oak on. the east side of 
Kast Creek. 

While the city does have an approximate $68,000 available 
for the project, Ciolfredi said the difference betwe^ that

Although work wUl begin in the spring, at^ will be

“About twelve years ago. ' reminisces CJene Poplawski. “the 
only two frtiblit tennis courts in Rutland were at While 
Playground, aiid they were unique.

One Swimming Pool to Close Need for New Rink Is

If the aldennen agree to spend $56,000 for it, 
Rutland may soon have a second hockey rink 
and two competing hockey programs. 

Mayor Gilbert G. Godnick Monday night 
announced the city had been offered $318,000 
in federal and state funds to match the city’s 
$56,000 to build the rink in Pine Hill Park. 

The Roycc-Mandigo Arena, Rutland’s first 
artificial rink, opened last winter after a 
concerted effort by a private group to 
construct the indoor facility. 

The city’s latest proposed rink at $375,000 
will cost 1.5 times more than the first one, 
which was built with about $130,000 secured 
by the Rutland Amateur Hockey League and 
a roughly equal amount put up by the 
Rutland County Agricultural Association, 
which operates the Fairgrounds. 

The rink proposed for Pine Hill Park would 
not be completely enclosed, but have three 
open sides and a roof. The fourth side, 
according to Godnick, would contain first aid 
facilities. 

The project is the pet proposal of Rutland 
Recreation and Parka Director John W. 
Cioffredi, who has been pushing for a city* 
run rink and city-run program for some 
years. 

He was upstaged by the Amateur Hockey 
League, however, but has apparently 
prevailed upon the mayor to seek the $318,000 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation grant. About 
$131.000 will come from state coffers. 

The mayor is empowered to seek such state 
and federal grants. 

Tbe aldermen may only accept or refuse the 
proposal by approving or chopping the city’s 
$56,000 share of the money That sum will be 
raised over two years, if tbe aldermen

Aldermen's President J. Fred Carbine 
backed up the mayor saying be bad received 
estimates of $100,000 to repair 46-year-old 
pool. 

Both men agreed the money could be better 
spent on new facilities and Godnick 
recommended tbe board study the feasibility 
of building two ’’mini-pools” at Meadow 
Street Playground and some location in the 
northeast section of the city. 

While the board eventually voted to close 
the pool and study location of the mini -pools, 
there was considerable discussion, and 
proponents of closing won only by a narrow 
margin.

only get the backing of Aldennen Peter 
Goshgarian, William Chapleau and Ethel 
Stearns. With Aldermen Peter Louras and 
Luigi Sabataso absent. Carbine broke the 
deadlock by voting against sending it to the 
Committee. He is the committee's 
chairman.

Senior Center Location

After two hours of argument 
among the 150 persons at a 
public hearing Wednesday. It 
appeared a compromise could 
be reached on a site location 
for the proposed Rutland senior 
citizens center 

The aldermen s Recreation 
Committee holding the hearing 
did not comment about what 
recommendation it would bring 
to the full board. 

Notes of compromise were 
sounded, however, by Mayor 
Gilbert G. Godnlck and former 
Mayor John (Jack) Daley. 

The nearly lOO member 
assemblage of senior citizens 
had squared off against a group 
of Temple Street area 
residents for most of the night, 
battling over whether the north 
end of the city-owned lot 
between Woodstock Avenue 
and Temple Street should be 
used for the center, until Daley 
and Godnick took the floor. 

The seniors, fearing rejection 
of lot would cause them to lose 
the center completely, 
complained vehemently about 
iheir needs, and the benefits of 
placing the center on the 
Temple Street side of the lot, 
away from heavily traversed 
Woodstock Avenue 
The area residents countered 
the center would lower 
property values, eliminate 
open play space and create a 
traffic hazard. They asked the 
center be located downtown or 
on the Woodstock Avenue side 
of the lot with the entrance on 
Deer Street. 

“The idea is to have access on 
Deer Street, not directly on 
Woodstock Avenue, with traffic 
from Deer onto Woodstock 
protected by the return of the 
traffic light which was at this 
intersection a few years ago. ’ 
Herald Publisher Robert W. 
Mitchell said 

• While the Woodstock Avenue 
end of the lot may be better and 
safer than that on Temple 
Street, if the entire lot is going 
to be used jexclusively for the 
proposed center, we agree with 


senior citizens who appeared at 
the public hearings in January 
and objected to the Temple 
Street location and expressed a 
preference for a downtovm 
location." 

Frank Maranville. local 
senior citizen leader, presented 
the committee with a 1.263- 
name petition favoring the 
Temple Street site to rebut 
those presented by Mitchell 
and the Northeast School 
Parent Teacher Association 
opposing it. 

“Woodstock Avenue is very 
hazardous and locating the 
center on it is completely out of 


the question," he said. “Our 
activity wUl generate very 
little traffic and I think we 
should sUy away from the 
controversial reservoir site 
(near Woodstock Avenue) " 
There were questions about 
putting the center on the 
former reservoir land, but City 
Atty Richard W. Norton 
recently agreed placement 
there would be all right 
Maranville and other seniors 
said the center should be 
placed on the Temple Street 
side for safety and

better fit in with the business- 
zoned area along Woodstock 
Avenue and also questioned the 
cost of running the center after 
it was built. 

“This information is 
imporUnt because the city will 
be maintaining and operating, 
at city expense, a facility 
which senior citizens want to 
have reserved exclusively for 
their use and not open to the 
public." a letter written by 
Mitchell and his wife said. 

After the dust had cleared^ 
Daley took the floor and 
presented his option, which 
gave everybody a portion of 
their demands 

For the seniors, he proposed 


the center be built on the city 
properly and not moved into 
town or delayed, and for the 
property owners, he proposed 
it be built on the Woodstock 
Avenue side with access onto 
Deer Street. 

For the children concerned 
and those interested in 
retaining open areas in the 
city, Daley suggested the hack 
portion of the lot fronting 
Temple Street be kept open and 
not given to the center. 

“Let’s put behind this 
bickering ^ work together to 
make this the best center in the | 
State of Vermont,” Daley said J 
“If we build the center on thd | 
north end, we’re short¬ 
changing ourselves. There’s 
no such thing as a traffic 
hazard on Woodstock Avenue 
and there’s pier’/ of room.” 
Godnick finally agreed the 
Woodstock side, which has over 
twice the frontage and is new 
usable since old restrictions 
placed on it in its deed arc 
considered no longer binding, 
would be acceptable. 

”I just don’t want to see this 
thing go down the drain. Wc’vc 
worked too hard and waited too 
long for a center.” be said. “I 
don’t have any objection to 
building it on the south end 
Let’s all get together and work 
it out.”

“It wonT be Forest Hills or 
Wimbledon, but it will be very 
good in a community the size of 
Rutland," said Allen. The 
surfaces would actually be 
quite similar to Rotary Courts. 

The surface, which will ^ 
over the concrete Root, will 
also reduce the slickness which 
affecL-s other facilities and it 
will hot crack or deteriorate 
because of the winter’s 
artificial Ice unit. 


Tbe building itself will be 
enclosed only on one end, in 
which will be a warming roam 
and first aid, and the 
compressor^ for the rink. Ilte 
other three sids will have four- 
foot "dasher boards ' — which 
would make the facility usable 
for hockey. 

However, said Allen, the 
dasher boards would fit into 
sleeves and he removable. 
Caps would then fit over the 
sleeves and foU leimis courts 
would be available in tbe 
summer. The capped area 
would not be on tbe playing 
surface but in the backcouri 
and therefore wouldn’t affect 
play. Stepping on tbe caps 
would cause no problems 
whatsoever. 

The lights under the root 
would also allow for night 
tennis in tbe summer, and the 
roof would allow some play 
during indement weather 
which would preclude activity 
at Rotary, for instance. The 
roof also profits the ice in 
winter and allows for a better, 
more coiistant surface than 
could ever he achieved at any 
of the focal natural ice 
playground rinks. 

In essence, Allen said many 
of tbe problems haunting other 
rirJia of this nature have been 
eliminated or at Least 
drastically reduced. Though 
futore legislation may allow 
jniunicipaJJtje$ to eiidoee the 
BOR rinks, neither Alien nor 
CioffTedi at this time feel that 
will be needed at Pine HUl In 
fact, Considering tbe summer 
tennis plans, it would only be a 
<|uiidrance. 

"We..think we are ahead ol 
many problems of this kind,’' 
said Alien when asked about 
“ the problems involving Barre's 
rink. “It wouldn’t he ethical to 
comment on someone else's 
building, but we try to be very 
aware ol problems which arise, 
and we try to use certain 
information. 'The Rutland rink 
would be much more like the 
one in Brattleboro (currently 
under construction).'^

Pointing out the time it Lakes 
to receive approval of funds 
arbd to start construction, 
Cloffredi said he feels much of 
his job 13 to plan and to meet 
the wants of the people as best 
as is possible. 

There are, for mslance, plans 
lor more ball Helds, basketball 
courts, tennis courts, even 
boccle courts, in the Meadow 
Street and Pine Hill proj ects. 

And, as Godnidi mentioned 
in his letter to the Aldermen, 
the city is getting the bargain 
since it receives f 187,500 from 
the federal government and 
1151,350 from the state for its 
*£0,250. Until all taxpayers 
everywhere realize where 
BOR, revenue sharing, and all 
other federal funds come from, 
cities winch plan wfU receive 
the bargains. 

However, the above figures, 
as of Thursday, don’t reflect 
entirely the costs of the 
facLlity. Cioffredi said 
Wednes^y that the ci^ would 
apply for funds for the ^mboni 
(ice-cleanuiig) machine and tbe 
refrigeration unit As of 
Wednesday night, he was not 
certain what that cost might be 
but expected that it could be 
obtain^ with relative ease 
from the Allen Organlzatioin.. 

The impact of the city BOR 
rink on RAHA bas also raised 
some questions. Both essen- 
tialiy Came through public 
money, one through taxes and 
the other throu^ voluntary 
contributions. It is therefore 
conceivable that people in the 
city may then decide not to 
give to RAHA and its hockey- 
oriented programs because the 
cito has its own rink. 

For that reason, Cioffredi 
pointed out the many problems 
of insUtuUng a hockey program 
and the expenses. He also 
reiterated his contention that 
the facility and the department 
would be complimentary to the 
RAHA program, rath^ than 
competitive.

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Lack of FacTHties Primary Recreation Problem

“There has been 
UTonstdcrabte discussiofi aboul 
tbe proposai lo have live city 
purchase a trad of land in the 
southwestern secLion of the 
city for development as a 
reereation center There 
appears to be little or no 
dissension in the project in 
itsetf but many have exprcs^sed 
disapproval of the proposed 
site .. 

■'ft seems to ns, however, 
that before any acLion is taken 
on the proposai. sponsors 
should more foily outline just 
what they intend to do with this 
properly, providing the funds 
for its purchase are made 
available 

Taking alt this into 
consideration, this comer feels 
that immediate action on the 
proposal is out of the question. 

If you haven't heard about 
the ■considerable discussion,' 
it's not surprising The above 
three paragraphs were lifted 
from an unsigned 'Spurts 
Column ’ from a 1938 edition of 
the Herald. 

It popped up during a diligent 
cleaning of some old files, and 
it struck a chord And it really 
iSh t one which John Cioffredi, 
supdrintendent of the Hut land 
Recreation and Parks 
Depurtmccu would like lo

Back in 1B38, anil many tunes 
sHnee, th4 city has always 
planned v^ariuus recreation 
developments It did fitUeelse 
Today, much of Cioffredi s 
time is spent in planning. 

Howev^er. Cioffrcdi has at 
least one major disadvantage 
which his predecessors didn't 
face. 

■Back when I started in this 
job." said the 16-year veteran 
in a recent interview, *Tt used 
to be enjoyable because all the 
people associated us with 
something good, something 
fun," 

Today, says Cioffredi. it s 
different, and that is both good 
and bad. It's good, he feels, 
because much of the 
complaints stem around lack 
of faciJiiies. which means that 
those which Lhe city has 
provkied are being used to the 
idtimau 

And it's bad for two reasons. 
One is that there aren't enough

instance, that the City 
blundered when it purchased 
land for its schools. It didn't 
buy enough land lo allow for 
good facilities (or even 
expansiuAl, That would have 
solved a lot of problems 
because the play fields then 
could have been used for adults 
as well during Lhe summer/ 
Cioffredi, though, isn't 
complaining He has a job to 
do. and he feels that planning is 
one of the major asp^s. 

In order to get someihing. it 
has lo be critical," said 
Cioffredi. If not critical, then 
it usually gets bypassed for 
something else that is 
critical." 

Consequently, the city has 
drawn up plans for the Meadow 
Street and Pine Hill 
complexes, and decided to fund 
the former through revenue 
sharing and the latter through 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation

The Recreation 
Department s budget is quite

In the recreation part. 
Cioffredi's department faces a 
severe lack of facilities. This 
summer, only one city field 
I Rotary) is available for adult 
softball, although the school 
board has let Cioffredi use tlte 
Rutland High field 
And. to accommodate the 
adults.

Recreation and Parks 
Departmenl Sopt, John W, 
Cioftredl Monda]^ said a 
proposed rccreatioo complex 
at Meadow Street Flayground 
is proceeding on schedule. 

The things that needed 
! correction were “no real 
problem/’ according to 
! Ciotfredi, They included low 
spols on the basketball courts 
and some additional grading 
and seeding of the softball 
, fields. 

The superintendent said 
grass did not grow on the 
infields of both SMthaU fields. 
In addition, he said orw infield 
required some additional fill so 
water would How off properly. 

Outside of that. Cioffredi 
said, the work planned for this 
year had been completed- 

He did say some 'kids" had 
been driving across newly- 
seeded areas that had once 
been a road leading from 
Meadow Street to River Street 
near the sewage treatment 
station. 

'^t road was covered when 
the fields were put in. People 


driving over the fields had 
ruined portions of it, Cioffredi 
said. He added these areas had 
to be dug up and re-sodded at 
the city’s expense. 

“1 want those people to stay 
the hell out of there,” said the 
superintendent. Indicating he 
would seek to gel offenders 
there arrested and prosecuted. 

A cQiiple of phases slU] 
remain before the entire 
complex is complete, said 
Cjoffredi. The largest project 
is a swimming pool there. 

The Board of Aldermen have 
yet actually to pay for the pool 
although some aldermen:

Cioffredi 
said they would be abandoned 
when a new indoor rink in the 
Pine Hilt Park recreation area 
ts finally completed. 

Cioffredi said he did not 
expect to meet until next year 
with the aldermen’s 
Recreation Committee to 
discuss constnictiofi of the 
Meadow Street pool. 

He noted city Revenue

Senior Center Location Again Draws Fire

The secood of two public 
hearings on Community 
Develc^ment Funds Tuesday 
night saw no more citizen 
p^icipation than the first, but 
did put the city one more step 
closer to final application. 

The committee trying to 
decide what funds should be 
applied for did make a couple 
of last minute changes 
Tuesday night, but basically 
the recommendations under 
consideration from the 
beginning remained intact. 

The second public tearing 
did bring up an old gripe, 
however, as Rutland Herald 
Publisher and Mrs. Robert W. 
Mitchell of 58 Temple St. once 
again come forward to protest 
the possible building of a 
senior citizens center near 
.their home. 

Mitchell doesn't like the 
Center where city officials 
have planned it — on a three- 
acre-plus plot of land behind 
houses on Deer Street and 
Bellevue Avenue and bounded 
on the south by Woodstock 
Avenue and the north by 
Temple Street. 

Other people in the area have 
also protested the Cit^-owned 
site, which was also included 
in last year's grant application 
as the site of the proposed 
center. 

Although the Mitchells don’t 
like the site any more this 
year than they did last year, 
Robert Mitchell also voiced 
concern about the specific 
location of the center. 


On tenutive plans to be 
submitted this year, the 
building is again located at the 
north end of the plot of land, 
near Temple Street and the 
Mitchell home. 

There was considerable 
discussion last year of putting 
the center at the south end of 
the land, near Woodstock 
Avenue, where access from the 
main thoroughfare would be 
closer. 

City officials Tuesday, 
including Mayor Gilbert 6. 
Godnick, said the exact 
location of the building had not 
been decided. 

The mayor also contended 
that the cent*'-, if approved, 
might not go on Woodstock 
Avenue-Temple Street at all. It 
an;>ears. however, that the plot 
of land would be the prune 
location, at least in the minds 
of city officials. 

Mitchell and the mayor 
disagreed Tuesday on the 
advisability of putting any 
structure on the open land 

The mayor said some sort of 
building, senior center or 
otherwise, would eventually be 
built on the site. 

Mitchell said it should be left 
open for youngsters to play on. 

The senior center is just one 
of several projects under 
consideration, and what money 
for what projects is finally 
sought is up to the mayor. 
Public sentiment and advisory 
committee opinion are 
supposed to be considered, 
however. 

The mayor will make his 
decisions prAhably before the 


end of next week, and City 
Planner J. Theodore Cacioppi 
said an application will be 
made to the state before Dec. 
19 

The state will dismiss any of 
the projects which would be 
eligible for other forms of 
federal or state financing, and 
then the "pre-application"will 
be sent to Manchester. N.H. 

The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
<HUD) will consider that first 
application, and the city could 
be invited back for the final 
application. 

Last year the city made it past 
the first hurdle, but stumbled 
at the last. 

The same items included last 
year have been mentioned 
again. 

One IS a request for money to 
make loans and grants to 
property ownerswithin the city 
to improve their sub-standard 
homes. 

Building Inspector James 
Crandall has also included a 
request for money to demolish 
buildings after the city 
purchases them with the 
federal funds. 

The thought was that the 
federal money -givers had 
denied last year's request 
because the city had not 
requested funds for demolition. 
But the committee decided 


Tuesday night to exclude the 
demolition item, because, 
according to Cacioppi. it would 
raise problems in several 
areas, including, probably, 
conflicts with the City Charter. 

The money that the city 
requested for demolition was 
simply shifted Tuesday night to 
a request for money for low- 
cost loans. 

Other items included by the 


committee, and which will 
probably also be included by 
the mayor, are a southwest 
neighborhood improvement 
project, demolition of Main 
Street pool, a northwest 
playground and se\’eral public 
works projects. 

The mayor will decide which 
to include, probably most of 
them if not all, and pul them in 
a list of priority

The idea, when it was onguially 
conceived in the early lUTO's, was 
highly commendable. The City bad 
bui DOC small natural rink at 
Rotary Field. 

Bui in between the lime consuming 
planning and appltcatioos for BOR 
fitncls. an lodoor, ^liificiBl ice rink 
was built at the Fairgrounds, 
it opened last winter, to the 
general public, and offers a pee- 
wee hockey program, sponsors 
Ihref high school teams, offers 
weekday and weekend public 
skating, and rents out Ice time to 
anyoDo who wants it. 

In this latter category, it ii; 
inieresiing to note that Wallingford 
Eltemenlary' School is a weekly 
Customer, that well over 100 adults 
have formed an adult hockeys 
league, and that skating groups as 
far away as Middlebury rent ice at 
the fairgrounds. This arena seems 
to be satisfying not only City needs, 
but County and non-^County 
residents as welt. 

No one can deny giving the Mayor 
credit for being the first to conceive 
of the rink idea. "This Pine Hill 
project was o« of the first things 
that 1 look care of in my first 
term," he stated in ^nday Her^d 
(Jan. 4}. 

As a taxpayer, two things came to 
mind.. 

The first is payirtg out 1375,000 to 
build a facility we don't need. 

The second is paying out a few 
thousand each year to operate a 
rink we don't need. If this is 
"trimmicig the fat off the budget?" 
We'd better have another look. 

It seems to me more logical to 
f wait untU we do need a new rink, 
then build it when we know exactly 
what we need. 

1 am opposed to building another 
rink one year after one has already 
been budt. 

Shouldn't we realize that the need 
the City saw in early 1971 has now 
been met, adjust our plans 
accordingly, and go forward with a 
new pool or perhaps a Pine HLI 
area with artificial snow making? 

Or maybe the recreation 
department should Initiate a 
referendum and find out what the 
taxpayer really wants. 

It would seem that lax monies are 
best spent for facOitios that can 
accommodate a mass of people, 
such as a pool or ski area, or as 
originally p3 anned. an ice facility, 
Bonding a t37S.om shed for a 
limited participation sport such as 
tennis, to be used during the season 
when tennis is played outdoors, 
seems an extra vagance, and an 
unparalleled favoritism to a limited 
group. 

Let's return to responsible 
spending, and maximize the use of 
^ our lax dollars. 

It's refreshing to see once more. i 

private enterprise embark on a 
^joct that doesn't cost the tax- 
payers a cent: it's also refreshing to * 

see a successful venture like this ^

Mayor Gilbert G. Gcdnick is continuing hus 
support of a proposed (374.500 combinalion 
otildoor skating rink and termiis coorU: 
complex at Pine Hill Recreation Area 
despite mounting opposition to the plan 
aldermen and city residents 

The project invotves sizeable slices of 
federal and state money, to be malctted with 
158.250 tn local funds. Under platB drawn up 
for the federal Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation, the project would consist of a 
skating rink to be used during winter months 
and converted to five tennis courts for warm 
weather use. 

But controversy is rising around the 
project because of some techmcai aspects; 
but more volatile ia the belief of some critics 
that Rutland cannot support two skating 
rinks. At worst, the critics fear the new 
proposal could jeopordize operation of the 
Roj’ce Mandigo Arena on Dana Avenue 
Extension and financially demolish the 
popolar Rutland Amateur Hockey 
A^ocialion iRAHAI. 

Godnick sloughs off these fears. He sees 
Rutland on the verge of a skating boutu that 


will cotigest the Mandigo Arena and 
necessitate the proposed rink. But. on the 
other side again, snme critics doubt the 
mayor's prophecy will materialize, saying 
instead the mayor's cemtinued advocacy foe 
the project is rooted in his reluclance to 
change his stance on the issue 

Godnick lashed out Friday at project 
critics, vowing to lecture them until they see 
the light 

■ff the Board of Aldermen doesn't have the

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"Skating Rink Debate 

As the controversy over a second skating arena for Rutland 
has developed In recent weeks, it is becoming increasingLy 
apparent that the city would be wise to try to plan it so the arena 
could be used as a swimming pool in the summer. Either that or 
have it huiU m that if it doesn^t get sufficient use as a skating 
rink it could be enclosed and adapted to use as a year*around, aii^ 
weather swimming pool. 

At the seat of the arg:urnent as to whether Rutland needs two 
skating arenas is the suspicion of a number of Rutlanders that 
the proposed skating rink and tennis courts at Pine Hill were 
initi^iiy planned to compete with the Royce Mandigo Arena 
which was developed with private funds by the Rutland Amateur 
Hockey Association in partnership with the Rutland Fair 
Association. 

llie Mandigo Arena is the newest community project in 
Rutland to stand as graphic proof that not all major civic 
improvements have to be finanecd by a combination of city, state 
ayd federal funds. 

Certainly the city administration wouidn^ be considering the 
Hill skating rink for one minute if most of the expense 
weren^t being borne by the state and federal governments. TTic 
proposed rink and tennis court complex will cost an estimated 
$374,500 including $1B7,000 in federal funds, $13!,25D instate 
funds and only $56,250 required from the city^ 

Enticing as such a mixture of federal, state and local tax 
money is, the fact remains that Rutland needs a second 
swimming pool a great deal more than it needs a second skating 
arena. The mayor came close to admitting this if he didn^t 
actually do so when he said, 1 would have known three years 
ago that the Main Street Pool was going co break down, then 1 
would have submitted a proposal for a new swimming pool. But 
when we put in our application, our biggest need was a skating 
rink’” 

That comment by the mayor would sound more persuasive if 
everyone didn't know that three years ago the Main Street Pool 
was on ite last Legs and plans for the hockey arena at the 
Fairgrounds were already being formulated. 

The partnership between the Fair Association and the Hockey 
Association was formed at least partly as an outgrowth of a 
controversy between the city and the Fair over property taxes 
which dated back to 1972. The peewee hockey program was * 
started in an old cattle bam at the Fairgrounds in 1971. 

Inviting as that mix of funds is for the new skating arena, we 
would hope that it could be built so it could be adapted to use as 
either a seasonal or year^around swimming pool in case the 
expected craze for skat i ng docsn ^t develop,

Shortsleeve Sr. found out that although his committee's 
allocation was whittled nearly in hall this week because of a 
Federal mistake ^ Mayor Gilbert G. Godntck still plans to set 
aside a full ilOS.OOO fo r a senior citizens cen t er 

‘It seems to me thht wiTh all the pe^ptrlfivolved. the 
chief administrative officer should address the total 
situation, " Shorlsleevc stated, ‘"niis loss in funding should 
be sh ared proport ionately. ' ' 

Shorlsleeve s concern was prompted by an anrwuneemenl 
earlier this week that because of a government mistake, the 
, city will lose 112.0^ in federal revenue-sharing mofiey this 
year. The federal government has been incorrectly 
estimating the growth of the city's personal income since 
\m. but the mistake did not show up until an auditor 
spotted it this year. 

The loss of the money means the Revenue Sharing 
Committee will only appropriate about 15^.000 to the city's 
schools, public works department, social senices and other 
agencies The original figure was f9S;000, which also 
compared mis«^ably with a total of 1370,000 allocated last 

However, it wfas learned Thursday that Mayor Godnjck 
has pul an extra 130,0fW in a revenue-sharing contingency 
fund . That fund, which now contains glSO,000. could be used 
by the Revenue Sharing Committee if the federal program 
is coni inued beyond nesl December. 

Alderman Peter Goshgarian said Ihe committee will 
probably have the extra f120,000 fer its use because it is an 
election year and Jegislators would be reluctant to scrap 
such an extensive program. 

However, he said Ihe committee may not know about that

He also said that unlike many social service agencies, 
senior citizens ns a group caimoL apply for any stale or 
federal grants, and so depend more heavily on community 
' money 

Alderman Peter Go^garian was adamant in his support 
fora senior citizens center this year. 

'T am trying to live up to a commitment that was made 
before my time," he said. "J have seen the senior citizens 
kicked around from pillar to post, I believe that of all 
Americans, senior citizens represent the last vestige of 
, human dignity that seems to be in existence. " 

He added that for too loiig Rutland has put the elderly in 
. places "where we can hide them.' 

Going even further, Goshgarian said a proposal to set up a 
combination senior citizens center and school 
administrative offices in the boarded-up Longfellow School 
is also not a good idea 

‘Tt (Longfellow) wasn't good enough for our children, 
why should it be good for our senior citizens?" he asked. 

However, Alderman Ethel Steams differed ,sharplv with 
Goshgarian. saying the idea was to completely refurbish ihe 
old schMibousc so it would be safe and modern. 

Speaking again of Longfellow. Mrs Steams added: "I 
have always fell right from the beginning that was where it 
(the senior citizens cenlerl should be." 

When Shortsleeve continued that social service agencies 
musi be funded or they will have to cut services, Goshgarian 
ashed: "If we saw the demise of revenue-sharing, would 
city tax funds go into supporting all of these agencies?" 

Shortsleeve replied that in Burlington many social 
services, especially alcobo]; and drug abuse programs, are 
funded directly from the lax dollar, adding that Rutland 
"has net'er faced its reponsibilities" in those two areas. 

Although the committee was supposed to set a date for its 
next meeting Thursday night, aldermen decided to wail 
until ShorEslecvc's remarks are relayed to Godnkk and give 
themselves time to get used to the $53,000 figure.

Busy Indians Hope To 
Revisit State Tourney 


By LINDA GOODSPEED 
The Rutland Indians 
women's softball team, who 
have been sponsored by 
Sevigny’s Sports in West 
Rutland for the last three 
years, have compiled an 
impressive record since their 
conceptiOT in 1969. 

In ’69. 70, and 71, U>eir first 
three years in existence, the 
team won the state title and 
went on to the National 
tournaments. The next three 
years saw first and seond place 
finishes in the State tourney, 
and runner-up finishes in the 
Regionals, a new tournament 
instituted in 1972. (The top two 
teams in the state qualify to go 
to the Regionals, with the 
winner of the Regionab going 
on to the National 
tournament.) 

Last year, however, ended 
the Indians’ dominance in the 
state tournament as the team 
faltered and came in fifth 
place. 

Team member Michele Arbour 
felt the reason for the team’s 
poor showing last year in the 
state tournament was the 
result of entering too many 
other tournaments during the 
regular season. 

"Last year we entered so 
many tournaments during the 
season where we had to win 
and couldn’t relax, that when 
we got to the State’s, we 
weren’t up for it and locked on 
it as just another tournament. 
We felt this was our downfall, 
so this year we entered only 
two tournaments, and decided 
to play more fun games,” 
Michele said. 

.. The two tournaments 
entered this year were the 
Umpires’ tournament which 
^e Indians won, and the 
Rochester Invitational 
Tournament played last 
weekend where the girls 
finished second. 

Indian chiefs Terry 
Jankowski and Linda Gallipo 
spend all udnter getting in 
touch with other coaches and 
setting up the season’s 
schedule which begins in May. 
The girls play teams from 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
New York, New Hampshire, 
and many northern Vo-mnont 
teams from around Burlington, 
and a few southern Vermont 
teams. 

The club plays many away 
games and must finance their 
trips themselves. Michele 
noted, however. "This year 
we’re playing at home a lot 


more than in the past. We’ve 
had no trouble whatsoever 
getting fields this year, we just 
call up the Recreation Dmt. 
and ask them. Already, we ve 
had about six games at home. 
It’s really nice and makes a 
difference,” Michele added, 
"to be able to play at home and 
have your parents and friends 
come and watch.” 

In all, the Indians who are 
already 1^-2. play about 30 to 40 
games a season. "It depends on 
the tournaments and how well 
or bad you do in them,” says 
Michele. "People can’t believe 
t^t we sometimes play four or 
five games in one day. Like in 
Rochester this weekend — if 
we hadn’t done as well as we 
did Saturday, we would have 
ended up playing a kK more 
games than we did on Sunday. 
And then people wonder why 
some top-seeded teams lose in 
the tournaments." 

Area women 15 and over are 
eligible for the team, whose 
nucleus has remained pretty 
much intact over the Indians’ 
eight-year existence. There are 
about eight or nine members 
from the original team, and 
just two new payers this year. 
Membm of the team inclu le 
Jane Kosmidor, Minn e 
Roberts, Carol Denardo. Nan :y 
Barker. Frannie Gremtp, 
Ginny Baker, and Karen 
Roberts. Also Michele Murphy. 
Marilyn Candish, Tosh Kurant, 
and Marsha Jankowski. 

Co^aptain Linda Gallipo has 
been on the team the longest, 
and in assessing this year’s 
team Linda streses the Indians' 
defense. "Our defense is really 
good. The infield has been 
together for about four years — 
the same four players. Each 
year we’ve picked up a couple 
of {layers and lost a couple, but 
for the last two or three years, 
the team has been pretty much 
the same.” 

Linda, who woo the Most 
Valuable Player trophy for 
offense in the Rochester 
tournament, describes the 
team’s bitting as "very good — 
last year we were having a bit 
of a problem.

John Stakes, regional 
director ot the federal Bureau 
or Outdoor Recreation office in 
Philadelphia, said Tu^day his 
office has not received a 
proposal from Rutland City 
Hall to build a skating rink and 
tennis compicK in the Pine Hill 
Recreation Area.

Plans for a big cbmmuniiy Hioentennial chicken barbeque July 4 at Main Street Park have 
turned to ashes, but there s plenty of firewM'ks — at least betvFeen event organizers and City 
Hall. 

In a confusing sequence of conversations and iettera between organizers of the event and 
city officials, the only clear fael to emerge is that the haggling over whether the park should 
be Used for that activity took away time needed to order the tteusands of chickei^ that were 
tobebarbequed. 

The event was planned by the Rutland CUy Bicentennial Committee, and the barbeque 
would have been actually conducted by the Mount St. Joseph Alhietic Association, The 
request to use the park was made by Rutland Civil Defense Director Aide Manfr^i, a 
member of Ihe Bicentennial commlltee, to Rutiaml Recreation £ Parks Supl. John Cioffredi. 

Cioffredi, though he has vested authority by city ordinance to make rulings on use of the 
city park, dl^ssed the matter with the aldertnanic Recreation Committee. That has evolved 
to be the major error. The committee did not like the request. 

'1 was personally in favor of it,” Cioffredi said Friday discussed it with the committee, 
who thought it would not be eonsistent because of their past decision on the Farmer’s 
Market/' 

The committee, and eventually the whole Board of Alc^rmen, recently denied a request by 
the Rutland County Farmer’s Mi^ket to use the park as a base for operations. The reasoning 
was that iJhe park would not be suitable for a sales venture such as the market had requested 

So, feeling some sort of precedence had been set, the coenmittee scorned the Independence 
Day program Advocates planned to bring the issue before the full Board of Aldermen this 
past Monday. 

But by that stage, the harm had been done. 

' Because the Farmer's Market was denied use of the park, Cioffredi turned down our 
request. ' Thomas K. Egan, cochairman of the Bicentennial committee, said this week. "One 
fails to see the connection, since the Farmer's Market wanted to use the park over the 
summer Ji|Dnihs. and we were only asking for one day's use."' 

"It’s un^tunate that time did not permit the matter to go before the Board of Aldermen 
who have the power within the city's ordinance to override the denial, " Egan said. "But it 
wculd havMbeen an exercise in futility because the thousands of chickens musl be ordered 
weeks in advance. ■' 

Egan was particularly perturbed at Cioffredi for bringing the topic up before the 
aldermanlc committee in the first place, since Cioffredi could have granted the request 
himself. 

'The volunteers on the Ble^tcnnial committee did make a sincere effort to make the park 
avaOabfe to the people/’ I^an said. “But the professionals from the Recreation Department 
tbog ghidiftereotly.” _ j

Recreation Supervisor Dorothy Paul, while Lalking about 
existing facilities ai>d opportunities available specifically 
for girls and women (who have traditionally received less of 
both), concluded that present faedities are adequate; “Tbe 
opportunities are there and I think the budget Is 
fair. ..There 'a plenty to do and plenty of fac llili^ 
available.'' 

Several city and school recreation leaders were contacted 
to ascertain their opinion about facilities and opportunities 
open to ^Is in Rutland, assuming that the recent, rapid 
expansion of atMetic programs for girls were precipitatinig 
the purported need for more facOlties. 

This is not the case in the Recreation fX-iartment. 
Dorothy Paul has been running an ejcellent and expanding 
program with existing facilities. Her philosophy is to "start 
with the young, and you're going to have a carryover 
effect,’^' There are now two girls' basketball and softball 
leagues — one for the 5th and (ilh graders, and one for the 
7 tband8th graders. 

"This year the leagues are really taking off," said Paul. 
"There were over 90 In the 5th ^ 6th grade basketbaU 
league, and though the 7lh and 8lh grade league was not 
nearly as large, the opportunity was there.' ' 

Kext year Paul predicts a much bigger league in the 
junior high because of what has been bappening this yep, 
adding^can see it expanding right up to the high school." 

The softball leagues have experienced the same growth as 
the basketball leagues. 

As far as activitis for women, Paul noted that "Riere Is a 
lack of interest in the teairi sports (such as softball and 
volleyball) but I think it's going to g^. There's not a huge 
interest right now, but I'm not saying it's not going to be 
there." 

Paul again stressed that despite the low level of interest, 
the opportunities are there for the team sports and for other 
activities such as tennis, swimming, clogging, hiking, 
skiing, and figure skatii^. 

Not only are there ample opportunities, but Paul also 
feels the existing facilities are adequate, noting that "of 
course the demand wUl always be there. ..but there are 
plenty of facilities available." 

While Paul was stressing that the Department of 
Recratlon's budget and facilities were more than adequate, 
the real problem seemed to lie in the city school system's 
existiug (or more accurately, lack of existing facilities). 

Betty Phelps, Rutland High School girl’s centennis coach, 
said her team must practice at Rotary Field. "The boys get 
two courts to practice on and we get two courts. Not only is 
this inadequate, but 1 don't think il*s fair to the city 
players.'* 

when asked bow she thought girls fared athleticaily at 
Rutland High School, Barbara Bridges, Junior High 
physical education teacher, girls' field hockey coach, and 
former girls' basketball coach, replied that "the number of 
sports offered Is good. The facilities are poor, but they're 
poor for both girls and boys — we end up playing and 
practicing at places other than the high school." 

Bridges conceded that the girls have virtually no building 
program as the boys do, but acknowledged the efforts of the 
Recreation Center in this department, and their success 
with the basketball and softball league. 

Bridges offered her personal solution to the problem 
— buildiDg a new mi^e school for the 7th and 6th grades. 
According to Bridges, "this would be a solution as far as 
educatiou is concenKd and would also give us another gym. 
We could then begin a building program in the jimior high, 
something we're really lacking right now," 

AU those contacted fell that girls have fair opportunities 
and facilities in which to participate in sports in Ruttaod. As 
Rutland High School physical education teacher, Hannah 
Qoerucr noted, "generally speaking, there is a greater 
emphasis on boys than girls, but bwause of Tide IX (a 
statute prohibiting dfscriminalion in athletics un the basis of 
se* in any federally financed program) the opportunities 
loingtobethere.’*

Historical Data on the Pine Hill 
Skating-Temis Pacilily; 

To place the flow of events in 
their proper perspective, I would 
like to outiine the series of events . 

In March oJ 1973, shortly after 
assuming t3» office of Mayor. \ 
contacted the State of Vermont 
Concerning the availability of 
recreational funtb. Mr. Forrest 
Ott, the Plaiming Directar of the 
new Agency of Environmental 
Coi^TvatioTii and at that lime the 
person in charge ol BOR funding. 

, came to Rutland lo conduct a fteid 
inspection of the Pine BitI property. 
Upon discu-ssing the various uses of 
Pine Kill and the route that a 
municipiahty must take in applying 
for Bureau of Recreation funding, 
the following took place. 

The prime documemalion for 
BOR funding is the formulation of a 
five year recreational plan. The 
essence of which deals with the 
priorities established by a 
municipality and the 
ImpJemeiiUtlon of those priorities, 
resulting in a program that will 
cdlmlnaie in the erection of a 
recreation facility such as a skating 
rink, basehall fields, parking lots, 
etc. This process of putting together 
this five year plan started, as I have 
staled, in March of 1973, We 
engaged the consultant flrni of 
Allen Engineering Organlzalion to 
be our principal recreation 
consultant on this master plan of 
Pine Hill, 

On December 31, 1973, the last 
date for submission, the City of 
Rutland hand-carried lo Montpelier 
a nfiaster plan dealing with the Pine 
HiU facility. In that plan a list of 
priorities was itemlied aixJ they are 
basically as fallows: 

1. The construction of aUiletlc 
fields; those athletic fields being 
baseball and softball type. 

2. The eotrance roa^ and parking 
facility necessary to enhance the 
athletic fields. 

3. A covered ice skating facility . 

4. Four termks courts. 

h, A play area that could be 
utilized as a day camp. 

In May 1974 we were notified by 
the State of Vermont that we had 
been awarded a total of for 

the building of Prkirlly I and 
PtiOfiiy 2, namely the athletic 
fields and entrance and parking 
facilities. The breakdown: of this 
award was as follows: |34,(n0 
Federal, $23,800 State. 110,200 City 
of Rutland. 

The City's share was placed in the 
Department of Recreation'^s budget 
and approved; the project was built 
in 197b; was dedicated and is being 
used in the current year of 1^8. 

On October 23, 1974. the City of 
Rutland requested of tbe State of 
Vermont additional BQR fundir^ lo 
fund tbe Number 3 and 4 priorities, 
those being the covered ice skating 
facility and tlie tennis courts. 

On November 13, L974, the State 
of Vermont accepted this request 
and ftioded it in the amount of 
$375,000. The participating amounts 


are broken down as follows: 
|187,SOO Federal, $131,^ State. 
186,380 City of Rutland. 

Negotiations were conducted with 
the state agency whereby the State 
of Vermont would fund this project 
in two fiscal years to accommo^te 
the State of Vermont and the City of 
Rutland. This would allow the City 
to budget two even Installments 
over two fiscal years to make up the 
local share, i.e, ^,128 for Fiscal 
Year 1978 and |^,]25 for Fiscal 
Year 1977, 

The first tRStsIJmenl of the local 
share was placed in the FY-76 
Recreation Department budget and 
was approved in July 1975. The 
second installmenl of this 
commitment in the same amount, 
128.128, is currenlly in the FY‘77 
budget that was submitted June 7, 
1976 

During the spring of 1975, after 
reviewing the condition of the old 
Main Street Swimming Pool and 
upon finding it unsafe and beyond 
repair, the decision was made to 
close the pool. 1 then called 
Montpelier and asked specifically if 
a change eould be n^de in the 
recreation master plan of Pine Kill 
Lo change the priority of the skating 
facility to a swimming faeility. The 
location of that swimming facillly 
was not determined at that time, Oo 
Msy. 2„ 1978, I received an answer 
from |he State of Vermont that that 
plan could not be changed or 
deviAled from, as the masb^ plan 
dtsU with a specific priority 
schedule on Pine Hill and, until that 
plan has been implemented or 
terminated, the State of Vermont 
would not entertain a change. 

On July 7, 1975, at the regular 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
a request was made for the 
authority to sign a contract between 
the City of Rutland and Rist-Proot 
Associates (the Allen Eoglneerlng 
Organizatian) for the engflgement 
of professional services to design a 
skating-tennis facility and draw the 
Specifications and bid documents 
for tbe constniclion of that facility. 
The followiDg is an excerpt from the 
minutes of the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen, July 7, 

“tn a communication to the 
Board, the City Atiomfly spoke to 
the subject of tbe Pine Hill Contract 
— Ice Skating Rink in a letter lo 
Mayor Godnick, He stated he 
examined the proposed contract 
between the City and Rist-Prost 
Associates, consulting engineers, 
regarding professional services for 
the ice sJeating rink and supporting 
facilities for Pine HILL Mr. Norton 
stated he found the same to be in 
order. He suggested that the Mayor 
seek aulborittatlon from the Board 
of Aldermen to confirm their 
selectioo of Rist-Frost Associates 
under Section 17-8 (b) of the 
Charter, and seek authority to 
execute the same, at the meeting of 
July 7,1975 

"Alderman Moore moved that the 
Mayor be authorized to sign this 
contract, a 5 agent for the City, by the 
Board of Aldermen in session this 
date. The motion passed 
unanimously.'^ 

After ti^ Board’s unanimcMis 
approval that evening, the contract 
was signed, the consultant firm 
hired, and the services rendered. 
The bid documents are in hand, the 
speclficaticns have been prepared, 
and the contract award can be made 
any time after July 1,1978. 

The costs incurred since July T, 
1975, in drawing the plans, 
specifieatronx. and bid documents 
are $24,409.51 and that same amount 
has been paid Elsl-Frosl 


Associates. As of this date the City 
of Rutland has spent $24,409.51 
towards the skating-tennis facility 
at Pine Hill. The City's total 
commitment as cited In Ai^ 
statement was for $86.^9; 
therelore, the additional balan^» of 
$31,840.49 will cnlmlnate iq a 
building ta be erected on Pine^iil 
which will bouse a akatiag-tennls 
facility and fulfil I the obligatian of 
the City towards the total 
commltmecit of $375,000 to build this 
facility.

Hie Rutland School Board 
voted ^ to 4 Tuesday night to 
allow the Rutland County 
Farmer's Market to sell 
produce this summer in the 
Rutland Area Vocational' 
Technical Center parking lot, 
despite criticism by some 
school commissioners that the 
approval set a dangerous 
precedent and that the market 
competes unfairly with local 
businesses. 

Tiiesday's action was the 
second bit of good news for the 
Farmer's Market, whicfa has 
been looking for a base ol 
operations for several months. 
Monday night, city aldermen 
approved Inc Trinity Church 
poking lot ^ a possible site 
for the market. 

Jeff Bender, chairman of the 
market's board of directors, 
said Tuesday his group is 
looking into various 
afternatives before making a 
final decision on a location. 

The market already has been 
prohibited from using 
Recreation Department land in 
M^ Street Park and laod at 
th& Rutland Fairgrounds, 
whjth is owned by the Rutland 
Couhty Agricultural Society. 

Although the school board 
approved Bender's request 
liiesday, they did not w so 
before setting some stringent 
conditions for the operation of 
the market which might lead to 
rejection of the site by the 
market's hoard of directors.
